The So-Called Emergency 

Such powers over the trade | 
unions could be exercised by

gency.” Big business could en- 
gineer such an emergency by 
fanning the flames of war with 


Mexico, or with some other Latin 
American country. Whenever 
Wall Street felt like intervening 
in one of the Latin-American 
countries, such a war time 
“emergency” could be declared, 
and the unions outlawed. 

As to taking the profits out 
of war,insofar as the big mun- 
itions manufacturers, or the man- 
ufacturers of any war materials 
are concerned, ihe bill declares 
that there shall be a 95 per cent 
war time tax on profits above 
the average of the three years 
preceding a war situation. 

This would allow an increased 
profit of 5 per cent over the 
previous three years, and at 
the same time the war miterial 
manufacturers could have speed-

the most serious attention to the 
lower organizations, the assign- 
ment of leading forces to assist 
in developing the units into cen- 


ters of Communist mass work 
and Communist leadership. 
We have in California some 


230 units—9 shop units; 55 ‘in- 
dustrial units; 167 street units, 
branches and professional units. 
Very little initiative has been 
developed by our units in deal- 
ing with their specific problems, 
carrying through the main 
political campaigns in the sphere 
of their own local activity. In 
the main the units remain mere 
routine bodies, mechanically 
transferring the decisions “from 
the top” to the membership “be- 
low,” overburdened with many 
routine questions which impede 
their development into live poli- 
‘tical centers of Party activity. 
The state committee reaffirmed 
the decisions of the 9th National 
Convention of the need of adapt- 
|ing our organizational structure, 
our methods of work and _ lead- 
ership, to the situation confront- 
ing our Party, but laid special 
emphasis on careful guidance and 
attention to these new forms of 
organization, further extending 
their 


them, and developing in- 
dependent activity. 
i a) The state committee re- 


emphasized that shop units re- 
main the basic and most effec- 
tive form of Party organization, 
where a few members can wield 
important influence ever thou- 
sands of workers. With the trem- 
|endous drive to organize the un- 
lorganized now sweeping our 
‘state, we have a splendid oppor- 
tunity to become intimately con- 
nected with thousands of shop 
workers in important industries 
and overcome our isolation from 
the large plants precisely 
through the organization and eX- 
‘tention of shop units. Each coun- 
ty and section, where such pos- 
‘sibilities exist, shall during the 
'coming immediate period call to- 
gether conferences of comrades 
employed in factories, involved 


in the CIO organization drive. 
in important industrial units, for 
the purpose of discussing the 


work in the shops, the issuance 
of shop papers, tne setting up 0. 
shop units. Systematic concen- 
{tration upon a given number of 
;shops, drawing into this work 
|other units (industrial and _ ter- 
ritorial), and the assignment of 
|leading comrades to direct this 
‘ work, shall be one of the results 


lof the conferences. 
b) The 55 industrial units em- 
| bracing some 700 members have 


| succeeded in combining the hith- 
erto scattered trade union mem- 
bership, thus greatly improving 
the quality of our trade union 
work. The industrial units while 
still lagging seriously in recruit- 
ing, have shown a smaller per- 
centage of fluctuation and better 
attendance. 

However, the problem of over- 
|coming the separation between 
| political and trade union work, 
the development of these units 
into political organizations giy- 
ing daily guidance to the work- 
€rs in their industries as Party 
organizations, requires the ser- 
ious attention of all leading bod- 
ies. Only the solution of this 
problem will make it possible 
for the industrial units to take 
full advantage of the 
‘Opportunities in the trade union 
field to build the Party, extend 
its influence and the circulation 
of the Western Worker. 

c) Out of the 167 territorial 
organizations only 20 are branch- 
The branches established do 
not conform to certain political 
sub-divisions in our cities—and 
in most cases are completely re- 
moved from the people and or- 
ganizations in the neighborhood, 
having but a slight knowledge ot 
the territory and its issues. 

It 1s essential that the mechan- 
ical approach to the establish- 
ment of branches by ‘the merg- 
ing of a number of street units 
without regard to the residence 
of the individual members be 
overcome in the shortest pos- 
sible time. 

The branches can become real 
levers for the establishment of 
the leadership of the Party in 
American communities, providing 
carefu] attention is given to the

ganizations in the political sub- 
divisions, or parts of it, 
tasks carefully laid down, and 
methods developed for open 
Party activity, such as forums, 
agitation, neighborhood meetings, 
development of neighborhood ac- 
tions, headquarters, etc. 

_d) One of the important tasks 
is the election and _ stabilization 
of leading committees in the 
lower organizations. In the ma- 
jority of units functioning unit

The leading committees in the 
counties and sections should give 
careful assistance to the estab- 
lishment of unit executive com- 
mittees, on the basis of select- 
ing the most able comrades (not 
by cooption but in a democratic 
manner) assist the committees to 
plan and organize the work of 
the units and the work of each 
individual member. 

Real capable and authoritative 
leadership must be established 
in the units if we are to improve 
the work and life of these or- 
ganizations, the activity and res- 
pofsibilty of each individual 
member.

| WASHINGTON—In three de- 
cisions which closed its 1936-37 
session, the Supreme Court ren- 
dered aid to corporate power in- 
terests in their campaign against 
| the Tennessee Valley Authority. 

The court ruled that it would 
[not consider the government’s 
apepal against a lower court 
‘ruling which ordered the Ten- 
|nessee Valley Authority to trial 
}in the Tennessee Federal District 
i: Court. The suit against the TVA 
| was instituted by the Tennessee 
Electric Power Company and 
other utilities. 

The court also refused to ex- 
pedite the hearing on the suit 
filed by the Electric Bond & 
Share Company challenging the 
constitutionality of the Utility 
Holding Company Act. It in- 
sisted on the delay involved in 
a hearing before the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 


Finally the court decided to 
hear, over the protest of the 
government, the appeal of two 


utility concerns from a District 
of Columbia Court of Appeals 
verdict which denied their right 
to challenge constitutionality of 
Public Works Administration 
power loans to municipalities, 
Aside from their hope of hav- 
ing part of the TVA and power 
loan program declared uncon- 
stitutional, the suits represented 
stalling tactics while they are 
attempting to line up local city 
administrations against the TVA.

Answer: The fact that you 
had this disease only when you 
were working and the fact that 
it cleared up when you stopped 
working at this job, shows that 
ihe disease was probably due to 
the paint. To make sure of this, 
it would be necessary for a doc- 
tor make a so-called “patch 
test.”” In this test, the doctor 
applies some of the paint to an 
area of the skin, and when this

Answer: There are no masks 
which will successfully protect 
the workers in such an industry, 
which are not constantly being 
well serviced and fitted.

Heart Disease 
Los Angeles. 
Dear Doctor: 
What is a rheumatic heart? 
monn oes: Se. 
Answer: ‘This is a_ technical 
name for a form of heart dis- 
ease caused by the same germs 
that cause rheumatism. These 
germs have never been found, 
but it is known that they are 
fed into the blood stream from 
any gatherings of pus in differ- 
ent parts of the body. Often, 
these gatherings of pus are very 
small. 
After the germs are fed into 
the blood stream they are depos- 
ted on the valves of the heart. 


[he valves grow together, and 
this causes them to leak. When 
this has happened, no method 
has even been found to make 
the valves healthy again. How- 


ever, with the right sort of care, 
the heart muscles can_ be 
strengthened to largely overcome 
‘he disadvantage of the leaking 


valves. This must be done un- 
der the direction of the doctor. 
All gatherings of pus which 
may cause he rheumatism 
should be removed. These may 
be in the sinuses, abscessed 
teeth, pyorrhea, in the gall-blad- 
der, in the kidneys, in the blad-

Everything is not so rosy in 
Hawaii, the “Paradise of the 
Pacific’? since workers watched 
with fear 2 slum dwelling burn 
to the ground. And as a young 
worker remarked while watch- 


ing his home burn: “Let them 
all burn; then they build new 
ones,”’ 


This is the fast-growing sen- 
timent of the workers who live 
in the many slum dwellings of 
this ‘Paradise.’ Workers live 
in constant fear of some day 
being burned to death while they 
sleep in these sun baked, wooden 
boxes, all crowded to- 
gether like bees around a hive. 

No Slums for Rich 
In an interview with Governor 


Poindexter, a man appointed by 


Roosevelt, when asked what is 
the federal government doing in 
regards to cleaning up the slums 
and replacing them with mod- 
ern houses, he remarked: “Leave 
it to Roosevelt, he will take care 
of that question when the time 
arrives for it.”

Yet on the other side of the | 


island, around the Waikiki sec- 
tions, new modern homes are 
being built to make room for 
the fast-growing population of 
“coupon clippers’? who are flow- 


ing into Hawaii by the _ boat- 
loads. 

There are very few stone 
houses around the slum. area. 


Most of the homes are made of 
wood, which were built many 
years ago when the population 
of the island was very small. 
The average home of the worker 
is poorly equipped with sanitary 
facilities. In a home where 
i'more than 10 famities live, there 
is only one toilet for the whole 
house; no fancy tiled bath rooms 
are found, but poor ventilation, 
broken down wooden _ stairs, 
whereby if more than five peo- 
ple stood on it at one time, it 
would give in. 

Workers are jammed into small 
rooms, some families of five 
are all bunked in together, some 
sleeping on the floor on mats, 
others not so fortunate, Yet 
while at least once a week one 
'of these homes burns to the 
| ground, leaving the worker com- 
pletely without even a chair, the 
rich landlords who charge high 
irents for these homes, still re- 
fuse to build new. ones to ac- 
commodate the workers, thus 
forcing the workers to keep mov- 
ing into rooms that are three 
times over the limit of accommo- 
dation. 
| The Army of Unemployed 
| Unemployment is nothing to 
| the workers of the Hawaiian Is- 
land. On the island of Oahu 
alone there are more than 2000 
workers without means of se- 
curing a livelihood, or any pros- 
pects of securing one in the near 
future. 

Practically in every restaurant, 
| every beer joint, cafe, etc., young 
girls are seen behind the bars 
|in place ‘of the men, naturally 
'a method of paying lower wages. 
These girls average a weekly 
wage of $5 to $7, while their 


| 


| working day ranges anywhere 
| between 10 to 13 hours, seven 
days per week. 


In this trade the managements 
of these places play race against 


| race, in order to make the work- 
-ers compete 


amongs themselves 
for the jobs. 

While walking through the 
streets of Honolulu, it is nothing 
strange to notice on the various 
blackboards of the employment 
agencies, jobs paying as low as 
$2 per day for an automobile 
mechanic. 

Even college graduates with 
big diplomas can only find jobs 
in the canneries paying them 30 
per hour. In the canner- 
ies of Honolulu, such as Dole’s 
Pineapples, which employes a 
few thousand workers, most of 
them being girls, there can be 
found young girls, no more than 
13 and 14 years of age, labor- 


ing over the machines at a 
terrific rate of speed for 30 
cents per hour. Most of this 


cannery work is seasonal, 
The Sugar Barons’ Paradise — 


The Plantation 
About the most profitable in- 
dustry on the islands of Hawaii 
are the many sugar and pine- 
apple plantations that require 
thousands of workers to handle. 
On these plantations the Sugar 
Kings use the method of divide 


and rule, thus they have es- 
tablished the “caste system,” 
whereby race is used against 
|race. It generally runs as fol- 
| lows: 

The white “overseers” are 


'given the best possible jobs such 
| as office work, etc; next is the 
| Portuguese who is given the 
‘job as Mill Foreman ,etc.; next 
|is the Japanese who is given the 
| job as field Luna, ( a luna, is 
|the same as a foreman); while 
ithe one who actually does the 
laboring is the Filipino.

Union Signs First 
§. F. Cannery 


SAN FRANCISCO—First blood 
in the drive to organize the can- 
nery workers of San Francisco, 
was scored last week by Can- 
nery & Preserve Workers Union, 
Local 20,379, when it won the 
first signed agreement ever se- 
cured from a cannery here. Un- 
ion conditions were won in the 
IXL cannery. 


Grows Fast 

The youthful union issued a 
leaflet on this victory, as follows: 

“The Cannery & Preserve 
Workers Union, Local 20,379, has 
been organized since the past 
four months, starting out with 
17 members and now with a 
membership of over 1000. 

“This is the first time in the 
history of the organized labor 
movement the canning industry 
is being organized. At present 
our union is in the process of 
organizing the Puritan Preserve 
Canner, Kockos Bros., Del Rey 
and the Tea Garden Cannery. 
The Tea Garden Cannery is on 
strike, involving 300 workers. 

Union Hours and Wages 

“The first cannery to sign the 
agreement was ILXL Cannery in 
San Francisco. Demands won: 

“1, Union recognition. 2. Hiring 
through the union hall. 3. Time 
and a half overtime. 4. One 
week’s vacation with pay. 5, No 
work on holidays. 6. Five day 
week, 50 hour week; women
